Former slaves or their heirs are 
to be benefitted to the extent of a 
million dollars if a bill favorably 
reported by the House Committee 
on Banking and Currency becomes a 
law.

A Word About Masonry. 

Masonry entered Irealnd in the 
early part of the eighteenth century, 
and the only woman who ever be- 
longed to the order was a daughter 
of the Emerald Isle. She was the 
Honorable Mrs. Richard Aldworth 

Klisabeth St. Leger, who hid in a 
cloak to overhear the proceedings 
of a meeting, and was made a mem- 
ber as the only means of preserving 
the secrets she had learned. Scot- 
land has the oldest lodge now in SS> 
utence. It is Mother Kilwinning 
Lodge, in which there are minutes 
showing meetings in 1559. The 
highest Scotch aristocrats were con- 
nected with Masonry as far back as 
records go. The first grand masters 
in America were Daniel Coze of 
of Burlington, N. J , appointed by 
he duke of Norfork as provincial 
grand master of New York, New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania, and Henry 
Price of Boston, appointed pro- 
vincial grand maater of New Eng- 
lanu "and dominion* thereto be- 
longing." In mi day, Benjamin 
Franklin waa a grand master and 
visited the grand lodge in England 
As in the past, royalty and nobility 
are connected with Masonry today. 
King Edward of tngand ia past 
grand master, and his brother, the 
Duke of Connaught, is now a grand 
master In the lodge room king 
and commoner are of equal rank if 
their degrees are the same.

CATALTA miin TO mow. 
I roost heartily agree with the 
advice Up-to Date Farming gives in 
the article on page 10 in January 
15th iasue. "to be a-sticsin' in a 
tr«e," but muit object to the advice 
you give at the finish ot the article, 
"to plant locust trees above other 
kinds." 

During the past three years I have 
set 150 acres o( my own lanvi here 
in the bc«t part ot Ohio to forest 
trees . this land is worth Irom $75 to 
$100 per acre (or larmiog purposes. 

before I commenced planting these 
trees I spent aeveral yars investi- 
gating the whole subject ot crowing 
forest treei as a tarm crop and I 
found that the Catalpa Spectosa tree 
was by far the most profitable one to 
grow. 

I will give some of my reasons (oi 
preferring the catalpa Species* tree 
to any other First and most im 
portant, 1 found that the Catalpa was 
the fasten growiug tree in America 
that has any commercial value ; I 
found that Catalpa trees on suitable 
•oil here in Ohio will grow one inch 



wood. This is a strong statemen 
but I have had tests made of the 
wood and rind it to take the place of 
oak. ash and hickory tor carriage 
makers' use | for handles of all kinds 
it is superior to asn. tving stiller 
and lighter than ash. As a bending 
wood it u also superior to ash. hold- 
ing its place after being bent better 
any known wood. For toe in- 
terior bouse finish, nothing can be 
beautiful, and for all kind* of 
furniture, il ii the equal of the com- 
vooda uaed for such purposes 
For farmers' uses in the ground, Ca- 
talpa wood it the equal of Black Lo- 
cust, and for telephone poles Its 
lightness, combined with its durabili- 
ty aod great strength, puti it ahead 
of White Ceder. which hat been the 
standard lor years. 

I have had breaking tests made of 
Catalpa wood, comparing ,t w-th 
Hickory and Ash. In absolute 
strength it fell below Hickory aod 
was far above Ash. In toughness, 
that is. the quality of bending and 
not breaking.it (ar eaceeded Hick- 
ory 

Last, but not least, the Catalpa 
tree has no borer enemies tbat in 
juie it» wood and kill the tiee The 
only enemy the Catalpa tree has is 
a worm that sometimes eats the 
leaves, but thu never materially In- 
jures the tree 

In most of the Eastern and Mid- 
dle States, the Locust borer naa be- 
come so destructive to the Locust 
trees, that it is even chances at least, 
if they ever reach fence-post sue be- 
fore being silled. Mr. James Bra- 
den, of near Belief ountain, in this 
has lost a twenty -acre field of 
trees from the ravages of the 
before his traes reached a 
sise large enough to make posts. 

In some of the Western *nd South- 
western States, Locust trees do not 
seem to be bothered as yet by the 
borers, but the Locust is a one-pur- 
pose tree, for posts and poles are 
about the only use it can be put to. 

Understand me, I have no preju- 
dice against the Locust tree, but do 
not consider it to compare at all 
with the Catalpa tree as a business 
proposition. 

The most serious drawback to the 
planting of the Catalpa tree is the 
fact that there are three kinds of 
Catalpa trees and only one of them 
the "Specioa," has any value for 
timber purposes. The average 
nurseryman does not seem to know 
or care which kind of seed he pro- 
cures when growing these trees, and 
the consequence is there have been 
millions of the ••scrub," Catalpa
